Wealth! Ah, the satisfaction 
.which the word seems to represent 
to those who have it not. To be 
wealthy is aurely to be hnppy, 
thinks the man who looks only at 
the surfnee of things. But stay, 
with the gathering of wealth, and 
as surety as the putting of dollar 
to dollar makes the money bag 
heavy, comes alike ft desire ' for 
more and more and a fear lest 
that in hand should be lost And 
' behind everything, at the back of 
every undertaking and the end of 
every project for adding to it, is 
the grim necessity of leaving every ' 
cent behind when death's finger 
beckons. 

Given Up to Sport 
How the young men of all ages 
have given themselves up to sport. 
Athletic exercises ore good and 
proper in their right place — which 
is when they are employed to

SERVING T HE MEN IN KHAKI 

Survey of the Work of Adjutant and Mrs. Burry Who Have Lately Returned From Overseas 
— At Salvation Army Huts in England and France— Catering to Spiritual and Temporal Needs 



IT was the last Friday before the Christmas of 
1016, (writes Adjutant Burry). A cold, heavy 
Kale was blowing from the North-wcM, driv- 
ing every bit of dust and rubbish its own way, 
3 waB-stiinding by the tripod, on the eomcr ol 
Union and Charlotte Streets at St. John, N. D., 
011 the top of which was placed a large sign bear- 
ing the words, "Christmas Relief. Please Help, 
and hanging on a chain fastened lo where ihc 
llirce legs met, was an irori pot to receive ihe 
donations of those who wished to make the Sal- 
\aiion Army tticir almoner. 

As I stood there Brigadier Barr came along 
and informed me that he had just received a 
(clfcram from Toronto, asking ii my vue and 1 
vouid go overseas to work among i!ie troops 
for the duration of, the war. 

Wilting to Go 
I had a short conference with my wiic who 
happened to come along a few minun-s t;iu-r. and 
v.iihin llie same hour the Briffaditr was request- 
ed to inform the Commissioner oi uur willing- 

" Our hope was to be of som* blessing to the 
dear fellows who were hurrying tu lh« help of 
iHeir country. , „ 

We went to England on the "s-colian, arriv- 
ing at Liverpool on Januaii ]<*, 1517. Our 
first appointment was ShorncIiiTc. Here ivc 
-■ere in the midst of a Canadian Cump. \\c 
held meetings, visited hospitals, distributed "War 
Crys," and served food. Here, loo. out Hut was 
noted and appreciated for the tig stove it pos- 
sessed. This waff by no rr-ans ihc smallest liks- 
•■iinr during the <|cspcratc cold of that winter. 

What drafts of brave Canadian l"cUo*s did we 
n-e marching away from Ik re for the- l-MUltTii'ltls 
of France and Flanders, =115111? nr.J v-^ving- u<; 
^aodbvc as llicy went, although tJjcy must have 
!-ccn fully aware that they were going to hard- 
ship, danger and death. Many of ;htm are joBe. 
ilicy will return no more. Forgotten, none 01 
ilicm can be. There are monuments to their 
memory everywhere. May peace, following the 
Moody strife in which they fell, remain, when 
bronze and marble have crumbled. 

We left Sborneliffc on September 25th for 
France, but must needs go to London for pass- 
ports, etc. On arriving we were sent 10 the Sal- 
vation Army Hostel in Southampton Row for a 
billet There Wc found some 01 the windows of 
that building had been broken by an air raid the 
Tiight previous. An aerial torpedo had fallen 
j:ist a little way up the street, and oh. what a 
;aiashup. Broken glass actually by the ton. 

SuumuI Passports 

After waiting four or fire days and meanwhile 
waking several calls at the passport office we 
n' cured our papers just before noon on Saturday, 
September 59th, da&hcd off with tlicm to the 
ofrice of the French Consul, secured all the neccs- 
rary signatures, and then back to 101 Queen 
Victoria Street. 

Staff-Captain Simms, who had been piloting us 
kindly took US out for lunch, and afterward ac- 
companied us to Waterloo Station, and saw us 
aboard for Southampton. My diary for Sunday, 
^cplcmber 30th, contains the following note: 
"Safe Journey across Channel. Reached La 
Havre anoat seven a. tn. Passed, the customs. 
Red Cross man very kindly offered his^ assist- 
ance, and took onr baggage to the Ho*lri where 
we had breakfast with Major and Mr*. Japp, 
-,vho were very bind."" 

We were appointed to the No. 2 Re*t Camp, 
where a new but ¥?as just rta-Sy to open. This 
met a great need. Troops were coming from 
everywhere by thousands, aad going everywhere. 
Home were from warm clieaalcs, and as the aut- 
umn atjd winter drew on tbese felt the cold keen- 
ly- There were only tetiis to sleep in and often 
enough far less of tfecse than weie required. O nc 
Sunday night aa American Officer rcqucftcd us 
to keep opca for his mat till is. when their triin 
would lrc leaving. We gladly did so. accommo- 
dating about seven hundred and giving every 
man of them a cup of lea, free of charge immedi- 
ately before they left. 
, jNo people livin!? can exceed the Yanks in 



showing appreciation of a kindness shown, and 
the Salvation Army came in for a big share at 
that timt. 

Wl^ spent five months at tins hut and had a 
busy time right through, keeping open from early

morning tilL l:itc 21 iiiirht. without fail. One day 
the ambulance came and took Mrs. flurry and 
one o£ the workers off to the hospital, while still 
another worker was urdeied lu stay in bed, 
which order she had to obey. I was left with 
one- worker and fur several days wc had to put 
in extra work enough to make up for tile absent 
ones, snatching our own meals when wc could, 
until help arrived. What thousands of men wc 
saw ai this camp but once, like ships that meet 
On the ocean — bail and pass on, 

Visiting the Hospitals 

Wo went from Havre lo the Canadian General 
Base at Ft;i[)lcs. In addition to other work here 
tve had great opportunity for hospital visitation, 
ami the need of this was great. Men broken, 
battered, maimed, blinded, gassed, sick, what piti- 
ful and heartrending sights wc saw, especially 
just after the last great German offensive look 
place, As a rule wc went to every bed, and 
spoke lo every man in the ward, Mrs. Burry tak- 
ing one side and I Jhc other. 

Of course all religious denominations wero 
represented there, and probably men represent. 
ing no religion at all wore r.ot the fewest in 
numbers, but all alike received n* gladly, and I 
do not remember a single case in which some 
appreciation of our visit was not shown. 

Sometimes wc were able to take little lots of 
chocolate and fruit, and this wc would give out 
as wc went aa far as it would go. Alas, \i was 
only like a drop in the ocean compared with ihc 
ncetl. Again and again did wc come to our last 
bunch of grapes and the last orange with still 
hundreds of poor fellows burning with fever and 
parched with thirst unsupplicd. This was a very 
sore trial c>'cn to ourselves. 

Here we had a very anxious and trying lime 
owing to the air raids which covered !> period 
of Six Or Seven mo n |hs. The first took place jtisl 
al the start of the last great German offensive. 

On Funday, May ifjth, about 10.30 p. m., just as 
wc hail gone to bed, wc heard the bursting of 
four heavy shells, one report following another 
in rapid succession. This went on for almost 
two hours without cessation. After the first few 
minutes ilic ami-aircraft guns Marled and kept 
up a constant fire, the belching forth of whose 
shells was terrific with shrapnel Hying in every 
direction. We could do nothing but keep under 
what cover wc had, and pray and wait. 

The results of this raid were terrible. Among 
the killed were Bandmaster Firth, who led his 
Band at the meeting in one of our huts only an 
hour or so before, and Sergeant Taylor from 
Toronto, both of whom were connected wilb Ihc 
hospitals. Wc attended the funeral. Very lilllc, 
however, of the dear Bandmaster could be found 
to bury, lie having been blown to pieces by a 
bomb that fell right on his hut. After this, be- 
cause there were yet 110 dugouts, wc songht 
safety at nights in the open fields two or three 
miles away. This was very trying, especially to 
the women, and I cannot describe how glad wc. 



would be when sloriny weather would make it] 
possible for us to rest in our hut in safety.. i 
Then right in the midst of it all, as if the tcrW 
rors of war were not enough, came the influenzal 
epidemic, culling down like a scythe, its hun^ 
dreds «f the brightest and strongest and best* 
But this was the darkest hour, and the dawn \\-aJ] 
soon to break. { 

A Month at Abbeville <*} 

Laic in October, T<)l9, Colonel Haines askc<J 
us lo go lo Abbeville to supply fur an Officer wlidj 
was sick. Wc spent just the month of Novcnw' 
bcr at tins place, arriving on ihc first day audi 
leaving on the hst. Here we witiiu'sscd the greatj 
rejoicing that took place on the 1 1 ill when tluj 
armistice was signed. l| 

The people had sutTcrcd terribly from air raids'! 
The armies of the enemy had come almost wit In' 
in shelling distance and foe a while tbcv knev* 
not how soon their town would be levelled witll 
the dust, as so many others had been, but almost: 
by the skin of the teeth this was averted, and it. 
is no wonder that adequate means to express! 
their gladness could not be found, But all madtl 
some attempt, A Utile girl of only five ot six 
years Uituie and luoking tip in nty face, us I weutj 
down the street just alter the news reached u'si 
said: "La guerre est finis, Monsieur." {The wan 
is finished, Sir). And ihc old baker who cama' 
with our bread took off his cap and shouted 
"llunah," as loutl as lie could, .nnd I shouted^ 
with him. .'„H 

Leaving Abbeville wc were sent to VendratfJcV 

The work of uur bins lias been of imnicm>cj 
value to llie men and lads. Wc hnve sought their] 
spiritual good, and many have been Saved. W<| 
have catered to their temporal needs, not eon* 
tenting ourselves wj'lIi serving merely biscuits 
and tea, but have striven to provide SOmctllutt? 
more substantial. The number of eggs cooked 
and served must be many millions, ^omutiiucs 
when these could not be obtainedj fish could, and 
wc would go for tliat.^ 

"It seems to mc," said a man as lie passed our 
back door and saw ntc, with the help of a French 
woman, cleaning herring, "that the Salvation 
Army is the only enterprising concern around 
here." Our efforts in this way were greatly ap- 
preciated. So were llie herring, for the smell oi; 
tlicm as they fried, or else the news, seemed to' 
reach far and wide and long queues of men 
would come nnd wait their turn to be served. 
Alas, many a poor fellow got disappointed by 
the failure of the supply before lie could reach, 
the counter. Wc could never handle enough to 
meet all the need. Chipped potatoes were well 
liked, and scurcs, if not hundreds of tons must 
have been served. For bread wc would get flour 
from ..England which- the French bakers would 
hake for us. Sugar we were very often without 
entirely. 11 

Home Touches ■ J 

Our Huts and Hostels have been regarded as, 
and sometimes called "Home away from limine," 
Wc found, what Utile home touches vn could 
put about tlicm, of great worth. A suitable pic 1 * 
turc, a map or a motto had the effect of making 
the poor fellows more comfortable and Icss'lonc* 
ly. At litanies the Canadian boys would slantl 
upon the .teats scanning a big map of Canada wc 
had hanging high upon the wall, and pointing 
out the spot would say "that's where I live, right, 
there." fi 

Home never meant so much to men before &■ 
during this war. Many a lad lias remarked & 
his chum who previously didn't know, that "tfcb 
Salvation Army serves tea in cups and sauccra/* 
commenting that "it makes it seem like home.'' 
Alas, wc have not always been able lo do tllty 
and I have seen ourselves compelled to use evcri 
empty milk tins for this purpose, there being j<£ 
inauy mure men than cups. />.(• 

So in all directions our work has been verjj 
imperfect and our accomplishments far less thnnj 
wc desired, But in sonic way the men have six 
ways seemed to inidcrsland our handicaps, bew 
licved our explanations and taken our wills for

LAST WEEK wc called attention 
to tlic duty devolving upon Com* 
maiiding Officers in respect to the 
employment of the troops at their 
disposal and quoted lengthily from 
one of the late General's earliest 
charges to his .staff in support of the 
importance of selling all 10 work. 
Too much emphasis cannot he laid 
upon the fact that the thorough and 
practical pulling into effect of that 
old nmito of our Founder's, "All 
at it, all the time!" — is the essence 
of the "Out of tlic Ruts" Manifesto, 
The tendency lo allow Soldiers to 
remain unemployed increases as a 
Corps grows in mzc. The ability of 
a leader is tested more'scvcrely by a 
call upon him 10 profitably employ a 
large liody of troops, than to ad- 
vance alone, or supported by only a 
few, even though he may have in the 
latter Case (0 face fierce opposition. 
Tl is, of course, understood that 
the Local Officers of n Corps share 
responsibility for tlic employment 
of Soldiers with the Com man ding 
Officer, and that they arc expected 
to make the fullest use of those who 
may he told off to assist them in the 
various deparimcnts of Corps' work 
placed Under Ilicir direction. 

But while much depends upon the 
Officers of the Corps, Soldiers are 
always expected to show themselves 
willing to take duty. There arc in- 
bnutitcrahlc opportunities for useful- 
ness which must necessarily wait for 
utilization upon the personal initia- 
tive of the rank and file. It will be 
characteristic of the spirit of the 
Campaign, a& it is hoped it will take 
hold of (he whole of the Army, for 
there to be no wailing for comrades 
to testify or pray in the Hall or 
open-air; for no opportunity of 
speaking privately to men and wo- 
men about Salvation to be missed;

The first 
attempts at mining were made on a 
small seale. "The Douglas Seam" 
at Nanaiiuo was discovered in the 
year 1K50, and from ibis snijill be- 
ginning, the industry has developed 
and spread over ilic coal mining dis- 
tricts of Ladysmith mid Nauaimo, 
and on the Island of Vancouver at 
Cumberland and Coniox, 

The important coal areas at 
I'ernie and oilier nearby points were 
reached by the Crowsncsi Pass rail- 
way, as were subsequently the coal 
areas at Merritt. Other large coal 
fields aTe known to exist in this area 
and await future development,
